lected from Lawrenco county will 
be sent up either Sunday afternoon 
or Monday morning. A number of 
civic minded citizens of New Castle 
have offered to provide sufficient 
automobiles to haul the men select­ 
ed to the dam rite, thus saving the 
men the expense of transportation. 
Barracks Under Way » 
The barracks for the men who will 
work at the dam are already under 
way, a contract tor 100,006 feet of 
lumber having been given to a Con- 
neaut Lake Lumber firm. The bar­ 
racks will be similar to thoae used 
in army cantonment*. The barracks 
win house 150 men each, with cooks 
and janitors attached to each bar­ 
racks. The entire camp will be un­ 
der the supervision of an officer of 
the National Guard and under him 
will be physicians, sanitary men, 
and the other attaches. 
Each man who works on the dam 
win be expected to live in the bar­ 
racks provided he cannot get home 
each night and back in the morning 
in time for work. This would mean 
that Lawrence county men would 
live in* the barracks as it would be 
impossible for a man to work nine 
hours a day and get back and forth 
to Lawrence county in time to be 
on the job in shape to work. The 
board rate will be 65 cents per day, 
which will include meals, sleeping 
quarters, light and heat If the state 
finds It can operate, the camp on a 
seventy cent per day basis it will be 
done as the state authorities have 
said that not a nickel profit will be 
made on the camp. 
About 206 Here 
Lawrence county is expected to 
get approximately 200 employes in 
the allocation of men. This would 
mean that 600 men would be given 
part time work between now and 
spring. The labor rate will be 35 
cents per hour for a nine hour day, 
six days per week. 
In registering for employment, 
each man is asked his name, his age, 
where he worked, how long he has 
been unemployed, how many de­ 
pendents he has and whether or not 
he has received any help from the 
city or county. No questions are 
asked as to political affiliation, nor 
is there any political sponsor asked 
for on the application. This is one 
job that is being done by the state 
free from politics. The neediest ap-1 
plicants will be cared for in the or­ 
der of need, with no politics enter­ 
ing. 
The Y. M. C, A. is open every day 
this week for registration, from 
eight-thirty in the morning until 
five in the afternoon. Men will be 
registered as fast as it is humanly 
possible and when the registration 
is completed, the state men will go 
over the lists and select the appli­ 
cants that appear to be the most in 
need of work.

BASING FOOTBALL ON MOVIE VERSION 
Dr, Paul B. BrcxilLs, Deputy State Health Commissioner of New 
YcHTk, issues a warning that football must eliminate such dangerous fea­ 
tu re as mass pUiy, line bucking and low tackling if it is to survive the un­ 
popularity incurred by the heavy tc^ among players the past season. Dr. 
Brooks is no mollycoddle. He has played football himself ami ought to 
know what he is talking about. 
But when he says that anybody who has seen pictures of gridiron 
contests on the movie screen realizes that the sport is a menace to life 
and limb he is hardly convincing. Screen versions of football exaggerate 
speed to the point of destroying ti^ iUusion of realism. The calling of 
signals^ or the huddle and the tense moment before the ball is snapped 
are eliminated, so that the effect is a continuity of scrimmages and run­ 
ning. Human endurance could not for fifteen minutes sustain the high 
pitch of acttoh which the camera portrays. There is no “time out.“ Sure-» 
ly whatever reforms the game may need ought to be developed from ex­ 
perience instead of from' pictures.

NEW POINT IN HISTORY 
In the news that more aliens left the United States than entered 
it during the first nine months erf 1931 there is an indication that a turn­ 
ing ixrfnt in An^rican history has been reached.

AT THE END OF BORROWING 
One thing, at least, that would appear to be.a logical certainty 
with relation to the foreign-debt question is that those who don’t pay 
cannot borrow any more. The experience both in lending to the Allied 
powers to carry on the war and to German and other nations for re­ 
construction purpo(№8 since the war has not been of a character likely 
to enooarai^ much further diversion of American capital from tl»

In June 1863, when Governor Cur­ 
tin called out the Volunteer Militia 
of the state, three companies from 
Lawrence county responded. 
They 
were the one under Captain Joseph 
Moorhead, the 
Wilmington 
com­ 
pany under Captain G. C. Vincent, a 
professor of W estminster College 
and (Hie under Captain T. G. Chris­ 
ty. 
They arrived in Pittsburgh on 
July I, 1863 and oh the first night 
slept in the woods of Camp Howe. 
July 4, the 
Fifty-Fifth 
regiment, 
Pennsylvania Volunteer Militia, was 
organized with R. B. McComb as 
colonel, and included these 
three 
companies. 
They went into camp 
near Homewood 
Station 
on 
the 
I Pennsylvania Railroad and upon the 
receipt of a dispatch from the sec­ 
retary of war asking for volunteers 
to go to Western Virginia, the Fifty- 
fifth regiment was the first to vol­ 
unteer and immediately received or­ 
ders to proceed to Parkersburg and 
report to General Kelly. 
July 11, 
the regiment started and arrived at 
Parkersburg on 
the 
13th, 
when 
Colonel McComb, took command of 
the post, which was the most im­ 
portant in West Virginia, it being 
the point where supplies were col­ 
lected and distributed. 
A dispatch 
was received* from General1 Bum - 
side, notifying them of the approach 
of Morgan and three thousand raid­ 
ers. 
Colonel McComb ordered al 
steamboats and other craft removec 
from the Ohio side of the river and 
took every precaution to

County Plans To 
Borrow Funds 


Poor Department Most Se­ 
cure Loan At Once, 
It Develops 


At the initial meeting of the new 
county commissioners this morning 
P. O. Elder stated that the poor dis­ 
trict is practically without funds, 
and that it will be necessary to bor­ 
row money at once to carry on the 
work. 
Mr. Elder stated that poor depart­ 
ment expenses are running at the 
rate of about $5000 per week. This 
includes the upkeep of the county 
home, and the relief orders which 
are being given out. 
At present there Is not $5000 in 
the poor fund, and the indications 
are that there is not enough money 
in the treasury to meet the expens­ 
es for the present week, as there are 
a number of bills to come in, in ad­ 
dition to the orders which must be 
issued. 
Elder Said that Representative 
Bart Richards had told him that 
Lawrence county will get from *145,- 


000 to $150.000 from the funds al­ 
lotted by the Legislature, provided 
the Tabot bill is declared consti­ 
tutional by the supreme court. Dis­ 
cussion followed ai the amount of 
money to be borrowed. It was gen­ 
erally agreed that at least $20,000 
was necessary at once. This would 
run the county about one month. 
In the meantime if any state funds 
are secured, the loan could be paid 
off. If no funds are secured from 
the state, it would be necessary to 
borrow' more money. 
Attorney John P. Lockhart was 
called into the meeting and inform­ 
ed of the intention of the board to 
borrow at least $20,000 at present. 
Mr. Lockhart wanted to know where 
the board was going to get the 
money, and was informed that the 
board was depending on a bank 
loan. 
Attorney Lockhart was instructed 
to draw up the necessary papers 
looking toward the granting of a 
loan.

don Nava? Treaty, as all of the 
|hips, except two 20,000 ton aircraft 
carriers, are replacement ships. The 
times stipulated in the bill for lay­ 
ing down the ships also are in ac­ 
cordance with the treaty terms. 
Approval Given 
The Vinson program, which 
has 
received the approval of the Navy 
'general board, calls for construc­ 
tion of three aircraft carriers; nine 
6-inch gun cruisers; 
13 
destroyer 
loaders; 72 destroyers and 23 sub­ 
marines. 
Two of the aircraft car- 
Uers would be of 20,000 tons each, 
and one of 15,200 tons; one of the 
muisers would be equipped with a 
flying deck, and displace 10,000 tons. 
2 ‘ This replacement navy not only 
will be far more efficient and effec­ 
tive, but also less expensive to op­ 
erate and maintain,” Vinson said. 


This applies both to personnel and 
to material, combatant ships and 
auxiliaries.” 
Releases Table 
Vinson released a table showing 
the number of ships which the five 
principal naval powers, the United 
State* Great Britain, France, Italy 
and Japan, have built, are building 
or have appropriated for since the 
Washington arms limitation confer­ 
ence in 1022. 
This shows 41 ships 
for the United States in this cate­ 
gory, totaling 253,640 tons; 
Great 
Britain, 130 ships, 469,363 tons; Ja­ 
pan 166 ships, 464,267 tons; France, 
180 ships, 472,321 tons; Italy 133 
ships, 266,175 tons. 
Under the Vinson program one air­ 
craft carrier would be laid down 
each year during 1933, 1934 
and 
1935; two 6-inch gun cruisers would 
be laid down each year during 1933, 
1935, 1936 and 1937, and one in 1941; 
one destroyer of the 1850 ton class 
would be laid down each year from 
1933 to 1939, and two each 
year 
from 1940 to 1942, inclusive, and 
eight destroyers of the 1500 ton class 
each year from 1934 to 1942.

How Nature 
P u n i s h e s 
Our Faults 


Training In Responsibility 
Urged By Dr. Myers 


By GARRY C. MYERS, FH. 11. 
Head Division Parental Education, 
Cleveland College, Western 
Reserve University 
?One of the traits most disast rous 
to character is the tendency to run 
away from responsibility. In the 
last analysis it Is a road to all crime 
If each person were immediately to 
suffer alone the 
consequence* of 
his own acts, the millenium would 
be here. The trouble is nobody does; 
everybody shares with him the con­ 
sequences of his good or evil acts 
Everything we do has a social sig­ 
nificance. W hat we do a Ion* 
is 
shaping our attitudes and habits 
which are going to function when 
we come in contact with others. 
All human beings have a strong 
proclivity to fool thmselves that 
they have not made a decision 
which promises cm- proves to have a 
consequence which others condemn.] 
The child of three or five when lac­ 
ed with some charge of delinquen-: 
,cy, may reply th at some o r^else 
did it,” or that some other child 
had prompted him. Early he is 
learning in tills manner to find 
ways of escaping responsibility. In 
his early years is the best time to 
help him learn that he must be re­ 
sponsible for his own acts and own 
decisions. 
If, of course, we always were to 
let Nature have her way, the nor 
mal penalties would be too severe. 
If, for example, we let the child 
play in the fire or run wildly into 
the street when he pleases, his body 
may be burned by flames or crushed 
by a motor truck. 
Having had more experience thah 
the child, we parents step in and 
improve on Nature. Wet set up sub­ 
stituting consequences 
(penalties) 
and we see to it that the child clear­ 
ly knows these consequences and al 
ways suffers th an when he does the 
stated things which are dangerous 
and forbidden. 
We also know that if he destroys 
his own possessions deliberately; or 
destroys the possessions of others 
that, moreover, if he interferes with 
the rights erf others he,’ by anc by, 
will suffer. But again the suffer­ 
ing may be so intense ai to injure or 
destroy him eventually; or the suf­ 
fering may om e to him too late to 
be of any avail in changing him 
enoufch to keep him from more suf­ 
fering later. In 
the meanwhile, 
many others may have been made 
to suffer from the consequences of 
his behavior. Anti-social habits in 
the infant or adult always heaps 
suffering upon others. 
If, therefore, we are wise parents, 
we wUl do our utmost to teach the 
child very clearly that 
there are 
certain things he/must not have and 
certain things he must not do. We 
teach him to avoid these forbidden 
objects and activities by improving 
on Nature’s cruel ways of punishing 
him. We devise the punishments. 
We make them such as to be effec­ 
tual in preventing his wrong con­ 
duct, while no*, injuring or destroy­ 
ing him. We prepare him to escape 
later more terrible consequences. 
We also protect his fellows. 
When we wisely administer pun 
ishments to our children we are tak­ 
ing out a life insurance policy for 
them against needless suffering, al­ 
so a similar policy for society 
Be 
sides, we are training our child in 
responsibility for bearing the con 
sequences of their own acts.

As a matter of economy it is a 
very good way to obtain energy, h 
you had to live on sugar alone you 
could live for less than 12 cents a 
day. A* pound of sugar 
furnishes 
1,820 calories, and sugar cost about 
cents a pound. Of course, no one 
could live very lon^ on this—first, 
because the linked sweetness long 
drawn out would be nauseating and, 
second, because 
without 
protein, 
vitamins and minerals, 
weakness 
and disease would set in. 
Carbohydrates should form a lit­ 
tle more than half the entire diet. 
They should furnish about 1,600 of 
the 3,000 calories the average adult 
consumes in a day. This 
means 
about 400 grams of carbohydrate, as 
against 200 grams of fat and protein 
together. 
In bulk the carbohydrate contain­ 
ing foods are even more in prepon­ 
derance since the vegetables and 
fruits must be cla*>ed as carbohy­ 
drate foods#and they give most of 
the bulk to our diet. 


bohrydiate foods. They can be classi­ 
fied in the same way as the vege­ 
tables; strawberries and grapefruit 
are 5 per cent; cantaloupe and pine,- 
apple are 10 per cent, and grapes and 
bananas are 20 per cent. 
Sugar seems to be an acquired 
taste. When Dr. Stefannson intro­ 
duced carbohydrate food to Eskimo 
tribes who had lived on nothing but 
protein and fat, they ate at first only 
the tasteless kind, flour, soups and 
such, starchy dishes. They liked salt 
better than sugar at first. 
Sugar has been known to Euro­ 
peans ever since the days of Alex­ 
ander the Great, whose soldiers were 
said to have brought it from India. 
Commoner names for 
carbohy­ 
drates are sugars and starches. The 
purest form of carbohydrate in the 
average diet is ordinary granulated 
sugar. Bread, crackers, cereals, are 
all 
predominantly 
carbohydrate, 
their flours containing from 60 to 80 
per cent of that food element. 
Vegetables range from 5 per cent 
to 20 per cent carbohydrate: in re­ 
ducing diets and diabetic diets the 
patient is usually given a list show-
